BIKE SAFETY STRESSED 
BY STATE POLICE CHIEF 

Several children are killed in 
bicycle-Motor vehicle accidents in 
Maine each year and many more 
ave seriously injured. 

“The majority of the. bicyclists 
killed or injured were violating a 
traffic law at the time of the ac- 
eident,” said Col, Allan Hi. Weeks, 
chief of the Maine State Police. 

‘According to Col. Weeks, ‘‘Bi- 
cycle safety is especially impor- 
tant because bicyclists vary great- 
ly in experience, ability and in 
their compliance with safety re- 
quirements, 

Motorists. are advised to be’ es- 
pecially on guard for bikes. driven 
without lights at dusk and after 
dark. In addition, Weeks said 
youngsters on bicycles sometimes 
make umexpected moves, making 
it necessary for motorists to. be 
alert whenever they are driving 
through an area where bike riders 
are present... 

The state police chief umges ev- 
ery bike rider to observe these 
rules; ride with traffic and keep 
far to the right; don’t weave or 
stunt; ride in a straight line; when 
riding with friends: on other bikes, 
vide single file; in traffic, obey 
all signs, signals and traffic laws; 
never hitch on to passing vehicles; 
if you must ride at night, have a 
good light and clean reflector; and 
keep the bike in good condition.
